We scanned some of the events _tak- 
ing place during the year as_ they 
were recorded on the front pages of 
The Elba Clipper: 


JANUARY 


January 4 - Sales tax case handed 
to judge - Circuit Judge William H. 
Baldwin called court to order at 9 
a.m. Friday morning, December 29 
in the Enterprise Courthouse. Ap- 
proximately fifty people gathered in 
the courtroom in anticipation of a 
ruling being made in the legality of 
a 1/2¢ Coffee County sales tax. The 
tax monies is to be used in funding a 
new county jail. The Tax Payers De- 
fense Committee is challenging the 
legality of the tax. 


January 11 - Controversy clouds 
New Brockton Council - Once again 
a large crowd of New Brockton citi- 
zens gathered in city hall Tuesday 
evening, January 2 as the city coun- 
cil held its first meeting of the year. 
Members of the council questioned 
a wrecker bill for towing a vehicle at 
the request of the police department 
and alleged harassment by police of- 
ficers were questions on the minds 
of the towns people. 


January 18 - One of the State's first 
two women game wardens is as- 
signed to Coffee County - Sandra 
Saville, a native of Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, was sworn in January 2, 
1990 as a Game & Fish Conserva- 
tion Enforcement officer by Game $ 
Fish Director Charles Kelley. 


January 25 - Feds look for bomb 
clues in county - More than 100 fed- 
eral agents descended on Enterprise 
and Coffee County during the past 
weekend and remain in the county at 
press time Wednesday morning. 
They are admittedly searching for 
evidence in the two mail bomb 
deaths which happened in Birming- 
ham, Alabama and Savannah, Geor- 
gia several weeks ago. 


FEBRUARY 


February 1 - City of Elba is finan- 
cially sound - The Elba City Council 
meeting Tuesday, January 23, was 
conducted in expedient manner. 
CPA's Brunson and Wilkerson were 
both in agreement that the City of 
Elba is being "efficiently operated 
and well managed as reflected by the 
figures in this audit. 


February 8 - Ziglar still in jail, no 
bail has been set - Owen Ziglar, at 
press time, was: in jail charged with 
the murder of Edward Lamar Kelley 
and at this time, no bail has been set 
by the courts. 


February 15 - Elba School Board 
"hands-off" on ban majorette ques- 
tion - The Elba School Board meet- 
ing opened last Thursday with Keith 
Lewis addressing the board concern- 
ing complaints about the band pro- 
gram. More specifically, he dis- 
cussed concerns over the decision of 
band director Alan Armstrong to 
change the majorette line into a 
dance line, 


February 22 - Douglas Gibbs 
awarded WW II Bronze Star Medal - 
Douglas was one of thousands of 
American young men who went off 
to war in 1943 to defend his country. 
They fought for their lives in places 
most had never heard of before be- 
ing dispatched there with a rifle full 
of ammunition and few cans of food 
commonly called "C" rations. 


MARCH 


March 1 - Commission hold short, 
but productive meeting - Several no- 
shows on the agenda enabled the 
commission to attend to county mat- 
ters in rapid fashion. Bidded gas on 
yearly basis and agreed to seck bill 
against "roadside dumps." 


March 8 - Kinston and New Brock- 
ton receive grants from the State of 
Alabama - Senator Crum Foshee and 
Representative Jimmy Holley pre- 
sented a check in the amount of 
$5,000 to New Brockton’s Mayor 
Jim Driskell and one for the same 
amount to Kinston's Councilman B. 
G. Rhoades. 


March 15 - Owen Ziglar's case 
bound over to Coffee County Grand 
Jury - A preliminary hearing for 
Owen Ziglar was held Monday eve- 


ning at 3 p.m, in Coffee County Dis- 
trict Court with Judge Tom Head 
presiding. 


March 22 - Extent of flood damage 
unknown - Schools set to re-open on 
Monday - Businesses continuing op- 
erations - Officials kept all-night 
vigil - Security tightened - These 
were the headlines on the front page 
of The Elba Clipper as the city was 
flooded when the levee broke at ap- 
proximately 6 a.m. on March 17, 
1990. 


March 29 - First few hours of the 
Elba Flood of 1990 were critical. 
Damage to the City of Elba is in the 
millions of dollars. Businesses show 
confidence in Elba's ability to recov- 
er. Elba City Government is return- 
ing to city hall. 


APRIL 


April 5 - Corps of Engineers making 
history - Allen Morse, a field repre- 
sentative with the Corps of Engi- 
neers, told this newspaper that the 
Corps was making history in Elba 
because of a program known as GAP 
which was initiated after Hurricane 
Elaine hit the Gulf Coast. 


April 12 - City School Superinten- 
dent announces plans to retire - Elba 
School Superintendent Lamar Foley 
announced to the school board 
Thursday night that he would be re- 
tiring when his present contract ex- 
pires June 30th of this year. 


April 19 - Architects appear bear be- 
fore Elba City School Board - Two 
architects appeared before the school 
board on monday evening made 
presentations in their bid to win the 
right to design the multimillion dol- 
lar building complex to replace those 
destroyed in the flood of March 
17th. 


April 26 - Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce Pete Perry speaks to Elba 
merchants - The purpose of the visit 
to determine of what assistance the 
Department of Commerce might be 
to the business community of Elba. 


MAY 


May 3 - Dorsey Trailers President 
Marilyn Marks said Tuesday after- 
noon from Atlanta that production 
will resume at the Elba plant on May 
14th. The commitment was made af- 
ter she had received a verbal approv- 
al of the SBA disaster loan for which 
the company had applied. 


May 10 - Councilman Brit Lee re- 
signs from New Brockton City 
Coyncil effective May 15th - Lee 
was elected to the council in the last 
city election and had served as coun- 
cilman for the past eighteen months. 


May 17 - Charles Pearce to head the 
Elba City School System - Charles 
Pearce was named superintendent of 
the Elba School system in action tak- 
en Tuesday night by the Elba School 
Board. He was given a four year 
contract to replace Lamar Foley. 


May 24 - E.H.S. receives large grant 
from governor - Governor Guy Hunt 
awarded a $24,000 grant Tuesday, 
May 25, to support the math and sci- 
ence program at Elba High School 
which was devastated by the flood in 
march, 


May 31 - Good Samaritans join forc- 
es to save child - A terrible tragedy 
was averted last Thursday morning 
when Dewayne Pugh, without think- 
ing about his own personal safety, 
dove head-first through a window 
into a burning house. Nicole Chan- 
dler was the three-year-old child. 


JUNE 


June 7 - Smith fills vacant seat on 
New Brockton Council - Shortly af- 
ter the preliminaries were taken care 
of in their Monday evening 
meeting, the New Brockton City 
Council elected Ladon Smith to fill 
the vacant council seat. Laura Eager- 
ton, a clerk with the water board and 
a notary public, swore in Mr. Smith 
and he assumed his duties immedi- 
ately. 


June 14 - School Board hears ques- 
tions - There were 111 parents, 
teachers and other interested citizens 
present last Thursday night when the 
Elba School Board met.

July 5 - Special meeting fails to 
yield decision on flood relief fund - 
"Pass a motion to divide these funds 
equally among all eligible partici- 
pants” was part of a recommendation 
Mayor Fred Moore made Monday 
night to a special meeting of the 
Elba City Council. : 


July 12 - Two killed in early morn- 
ing collision - An early morning, 
two car collision on Highway 189S, 
took the life of two individuals. The 
time of the wreck was placed at ap- 
proximately 5:05 a.m. Sunday, July 
8, by investigating officers.Mrs. 
Dorthy A. Skinner, age 56, of Elba 
and Scotty Wayne Norris, age 19, of 
Elba died as a results of injuries re- 
ceived in the wreck. 


July 19 - $63 million flood claim 
filed against government - On Tues- 
day, papers were filed with the fed- 
eral government in Washington 
claiming damage losses from the 
South Alabama flood of March 17, 
1990. The two claims are asking for 
more than $63 million in damages 
from the federal government. 


July 26 - ECSB ‘hires Clark to be 
EHS principal - Elba native and re- 
tired Army Lt. Colonel Charles 


Clark has been named principal of 
Elba High School. He comes to Elba 
from Pleasant Valley High, near 
Jacksonville, Alabama, where he 
was head basketball coach for both 
the boys and girls teams. Clark also 
served as assistant football coach 
and taught biology. 


AUGUST 


August 2 - Construction officially 
began on new county jail in New 
Brockton - One of Coffee County's 
age old controversies was laid to rest 
Monday moming at 10 a.m. when 
county officials broke ground for the 
new county jail.

Dear Ferrin, 
A CHRISTMAS TO REMEMBER 

Snow? In North Florida? You 
have to be kidding!!! They're closing 
the roads? It CAN'T be that bad! 

At least that's the way I felt when 
I heard about the weather in North 
Florida last December 22, 1989. I 
was preparing to leave early Satur- 
day, December 23 morning to meet 
my daughter and son-in-law in Oca- 
la, Florida. My son, Jason, had gone 
to his mother's in Sanibel Island, 
Florida for a visit before Christmas. 
My daughter, Talithia and her hus- 
band, Jack, had agreed to meet me in 
Ocala at a coffee shop that we had 
met at many times before over the 
years since their mother and I di- 
vorced. : 

Anyway, armed with plenty of 
hot coffee, snack foods and some 
tapes to entertain myself with on the 
long, cold trip, I left home at 1:00 
a.m. that memorable December 23. 
Lite did I know that this would 
wind up being one of the most talked 
about trips I would ever make! 

It started out being a "different" 
trip when I got to Grand Ridge, Flor- 
ida and had to get off Interstate 10 
and take an alternate route on High- 
way 90 East. I knew I was going to 
have trouble when all I could see 
coming West was literally "MILES" 
of cars at different times. 

By the time I got to Lake City, I 
was beginning to wonder if I was go- 
ing to make it to Ocala by 7:00 a.m. 
(our agreed meeting time), We (my 
daughter and I) had agreed on this 
time because Jason and I wanted to 
be back in Dothan in time for us 
along with my girlfriend and her two 
daughters to go to my brother's 
(Bobby Brunson) house in Elba for a 
Christmas party at 6:00 p.m. 

I made it, somehow, to Ocala by 
7:00 a.m. This was after skidding 
around on the road three times when 
a car cut me off by coming back on 
me too quick after passing. I counted 
at least a dozen wrecks in a twenty 
mile span. I cried a little on the in- 
side and said a little prayer, each 
time I saw someone's Christmas 
dreams get scattered out on that icy 
Interstate 75 South. It was scary to 
say the least not to be able to drive 
over 25 M.P.H. on an interstate! 

As luck would have it, my kids 
were two hours late getting to Ocala. 
I was fit to be tied by the time they 
got there. Well, their being late 
could (or could not have, I don't 
know) have set the stage for what 
happened neat. 

Now, the return trip was the most 
eventful ride I can ever remember, 
Jason and I (along with his 13 year 
old female Dachshund) _ started 
home, headed North, at about 10:00 
a.m. and six hours later, we had gone 
a total of 41 miles! CARS FOR 
MILES! That's all we could see in 
front and behind us. At 5:30 p.m. | 
decided I had better get off the inter- 
state and call home. 

We "skidded and slid" up into Al- 
achua, Florida. We came upon a 
curb market that was still open. The 
ice was so thick on the ground that 
we could hardly walk! It was no 
wonder that cars and trucks were pil- 
ing up so bad out there on that inter- 
state! The first person that spoke to 
us at the curb market, was a deacon 
from New Oak Grove Baptist 
Church in Alachua. He told us that 


his church had coffee and sandwich- 
es for anybody that wanted to go 
over there. Not me I said. I'm going 
home as soon as I can find a phone 
and call Wayne (my girlfriend) to let 
her know that we would be "little 
late" getting back to Dothan. 

Well, several dozen other people 
had the same idea I had about the 
phone. So, I swallowed a little pride 
and went back to that nice man from 
the church and asked him how to get 
to his church, He led us along with 
others over to Golden Pond Road- 
where the church had been preparing 
all day for the overnight guest that 
they were about to have. 

I'm telling you, I have never been 
in a warmer place in my entire life! 
We called home, assured everyone 
that we were safe and that it would 
be Christmas Eve before we would 
be home, People of all races, nation- 
alities and financial backgrounds be- 
gan to come in. These were people 
from "down South" that were 
stunned to say the least that this had 
happened in this part of the country, 
I talked to a lady from Minnesota’ 
that couldn't believe it! She said she 


and her husband come south for: 


Christmas to get out of the snow! 

I saw people who could not speak 
English, people who were poor, peo- 
ple who left nice, warm condos far- 
ther south to get home for Christ- 
mas. People that had not gotten any 
of their shopping done for whatever 
reason, people that had to leave their 
Christmas presents out on the "iced- 
Over" interstate in their stranded 
cars. People with no money and 
broken down cars, People apparently 
with plenty of money that com- 
plained that they came to this church 
because they had money, but could 
not find anything to buy to eat. 

This letter is probably too long to 
print, But I am writing all this to say 
that I believe God allowed this to 


happen to a lot of wary people out iB 


on that Interstate that day so that we 
could experience Christmas in its 
purest and truest sense! The people 
in that litle church opened their 
arms and hearts to a group of strang- 
ers that were cold, hungry, scared 
and yes many of them angry about 
what had happened. 

I saw one man eat two hot dogs 
and then reply, don't I need to pay 
somebody for this great food? A 
lady from the church told him that 
they were not charging anything but 
if he wanted to make a contribution 
he could. He left $10.00 and said it 
was worth every penny! 

I saw and heard a man that looked 
like a tramp sit down at the piano on 
Christmas Eve morning and play 
some of the prettiest Christmas mu- 
sic (by ear) that I have ever heard. 

I laughed that morning as I over- 
heard one lady talking about her hus- 
band throwing a hymnal at another 
man who was snoring so loud in the 
choir loft the night before where we 
were sleeping. Well, we got home. 
All in all, I have never had a "bad" 
Christmas Eve and that tiny little 
country church in Alachua, Florida 
will always be fondly remembered,

Social Security 
Benefits 
To Increase 


The 4.5 million aged, blind, and 
disabled recipients of Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) checks will 
see an increase starting with their 
December 31 check, Jerry Kizzort, 
Social Security Manager in Dothan, 
said, 

The maximum federal SSi pay- 
ment for an individual will rise from 
$386 to $407. For a couple, the max- 
imum federal SSI payment will rise 
from $579 to $610. Not everyone 
gets the maximum payment, Ms. 
Kizzort said. Some people get less 
because they have other income. 

Because of the increase in the 
payment rates, people can have more 
income and qualify for SSI, accord- 
ing to Ms. Kizzort. A single person 
or child may qualify for an SSI pay- 
ment with monthly income of less 
that $427. A couple may qualify 
with monthly income of less that 
$630. 

Social Security does not count all 
income, however. Earnings of $65 a 
month are not counted and only half 
of earning over $65 a month count. 
Because of this earnings exclusion, 
an individual could earn as muck as 
$899 a month and still receive a par- 
tial payment. A couple could earn as 
much as $1,305.

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USDA Announces 
1991Expected Peanut 
Poundage Quota 


The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announced that it expects the na- 
tional peanut poundage quota will be 
1,550,000 short tons (3,100 million 
pounds) for the 1991 marketing year, 
down 10,000 short tons (20 million 
pounds) from the 1990 level. 

Keith Bjerke, administrator of 
USDA's agricultural Stabilization 


and Conservation Service, said that * 


USDA is required by law to an- 
nounce the final national poundage 
quota for 1991 marketing year pea- 
nuts by Dec. 15. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938, as amended, required the 
national poundage quota for the 
1991 crop of peanuts to be equal to 
the quantity of peanuts that the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture estimated will 
be devoted to edible, seed and relat- 
ed use in the 199] marketing year. 
The marketing year begins Aug. 1, 
1991. The statute also provides that 
the quota may be no less that 
1,350,000 short tons. 

All available information will be 
considered prior to the final determi- 
nation, Questions concerning the de- 
termination may be directed to the 
Director, Commodity Analysis Divi- 
sion, USDA-ASCS, Room 3741 
South Building, P.O. Box 2415, 
Washington, D.C. 20013.

HOW CAN YOU PROTEC! 
YOUR WELL WATER FROM 
CONTAMINATION? 


A concrete pad around the top of 


the well source pipe will help pre- 
vent contamination at the well-head. 
Contamination from dog pens, live- 
stock and poultry operations, etc. up- 
hill from the well may allow surface 
water (rainfall) from these sources to 
run down and seep into the well. 
These sources of pollution should be 
managed so that they are not in the 
line of runoff to the well. Contami- 
nants may also enter the well 
through fractures in underground 
rock foundations thereby allowing 
Surface pollutants into the aquifer 
that feeds the well. Keep all sources 
of contamination a safe distance 
away from the well in all directions 
if possible. A safe distance may be 
as much as 500 feet depending on 
the quantity and type of contamina- 
tion present. 

Other surface activities include 
nitrate fertilizer applications, pesti- 
cide mixing, and spray tank loading. 
These activities should be kept as far 
from you well as possible to prevent 
contamination.

from stringers. They rarely catch and 
eat live fish, however. 

When turtles become so abundant 
that they are nuisances, their num 
bers can be reduced. Experience has 
shown trapping to be the most effec- 
tive and practical method to remove 
them from ponds. 

since sliders like to bask in the 
sun in groups on snags or stumps 
over the water, tiltboard traps are 
ideal for catching them. a tiltboard 
trap consists of a 4-foot X 4-foot box 
of galvanized hardware cloth, a tilt- 
board and a walkup board on two 
sides. The trap will last much longer 
if it is painted with asphalt material 
Even better, solid plastic mesh or 
plastic coated wire is available that 
will last for many years. 

The tiltboard is separated in the 
middle and installed in the center of 
the trap with a rod through either 
end so that it tilts toward the water 
when a turtle climbs onto it. A coun- 
ter weight on the outer end returns 
the board to the horizontal position 
after the turtle falls into the trap. 

Place the trap in water about 3 
feet deep and install a walkup board 
on two sides. The walkup boards 
should have at least a 45-degree an- 
gle to the trap or the turtles will stop 
and sun themselves there rather than 
on a tiltboard, 


LIMING FARM PONDS 

Now is the best time to lime your 
fish pond. Conditions for liming are 
ideal since the fertilization has 
stopped. This will allow lime a 
chance to react with the acid bottom 
mud before the spring application of 
fertilizer. Never apply limestone 
while the pond is being fertilized. 
Agriculture limestone settles phos- 
phorus out of the water, making it 
unavailable to algae. Most ponds in 
acid soils with moderate overflow 
will probably need lime every three 
to five years. The value of lime to a 
fish pond is as essential as to a field 
crop. Lime increases the fish produc-

tion in ponds with acid mud bottom 
and soft water. The most important 
benefit of lime is to make more of 
the phosphorus added in fertilizer 
available for plant use. Phosphorus 
added in fertilizer available for plant 
use. Phosphorus promotes _ the 
growth of algac, the microscopic 
plants which are the base of natural 
fish food production in ponds, Other 
factors being equal, the net effect of 
liming a fertilized, acid pond is the 
increased fish production. Before a 
pond is limed, the mud acid level 
must be evaluated, This can be done 
by collecting mud from the bottom 
of the pond. Soil test boxes are avail- 
able in the County Extension Office. 


FIREPLACE INSERTS 

Do you have a fireplace insert? 
Please have it checked today for cre- 
osote buildup behind the firebox. 
Unless you have a direct, tight con- 
nection from the back of the firebox 
up to the first flue tile, behind the 
smoke chamber and damper, or a 
positive connection from the back of 
the unit to the chimney peak, creo- 
sote can build up over time behind 
the firebox as well as in the flue lin- 
ing and create an extremely danger- 
ous fire hazard 

A chimney sweep shared this sto- 
ry of an older woman whose unit 
was emitting smoke into the living 
area. The insert was simply sitting in 
the firebox, with no direct connec 
uion from the back of the insert to the 
flue. When the chimney sweep 
pulled the insert for cleaning and in- 
spection, he discovered that the creo- 
sote was solid behind the unit, com- 
pletely filling the firebox. There was 
no. vent opening in the chimney 
whatsoever! He was unable to clean 
the chimney because he lacked the 
appropriate tools to chink and shovel 
out the dense creosote material. 

Woodburning appliances can add 
to your winter comfort and save you 
money on other fuel bills, but the 
same appliances can be detrimental 
to your health and safety if improp- 
erly maintained. The cost of cleaning

Black-eyed Peas Are New 


NEW YEARS TRADITION 

For more than a century, South- 
erners have observed the New 
Year's tradition of eating black-eyed 
peas. The small cream-colored pea, 
actually a bean, is supposed to bring 
good luck. 

There are many tales explaining 
why you should eat black-eyed peas 
on New Year's day. Folklore proim- 
ises that a person will earn a dollar 
for every pea he eats on new Year's 
day. Another story has it that Gener- 
al Sam Houston ate black-eyed peas 
on the evening before the battle of 
San Jacinto. Maybe Texas owes her 
independence to the misnamed bean. 

For whatever reason you eat 
them, black-eyed peas are a hearty 
food. Dry peas are an excellent 
source of carbohydrates, which are 
used for energy. According to 
USDA's Food Safety and Inspection 
Service, black-eyed peas also con- 
tain some B vitamis and significant 
amounts of iron, calcium and pro- 
tein. 

When buying dried black-eyed 
peas, look for bright, uniform color. 
Loss of color indicates long storage, 


lack of freshness and a product that 
requires longer cooking. However, 
eating quality isn't affected. 

Also, buy peas of uniform size 
because mixed sizes will result in 
uneven cooking. Avoid peas with 
cracked seed coats, pinholes caused 


by insect damage and foreign materi- 
al. 
TURKEY SAFETY 

After you've thawed and cooked 
your Christmas turkey, what do you 
do with the leftovers? Cooked tur- 
key can cause food poisoning if it's 
handled improperly. 

Think of the post-cooking stage 
as a countdown that starts when you 
take the turkey out of the oven. You 
have about two hours from that point 
to serve it, then refrigerate or freeze 
it. After this time, the bacteria that 
causes food poisoning can multiply 
in the perishable food. 

Divide the turkey into small quan- 
tities so that it will get cold faster. 
Leftover turkey will keep in the re- 
frigerator for three to four days.

Coffee County Soil Sample Report 


Richard Petcher - Assitant County Agent 


I was recently reading over the 
1990 Auburn University Soil Sample 
Report and gathered quite a bit of 
useful information. 

Coffee County came in fifty with 
total number of soil samples. Madi- 
son county which has Huntsville had 
1,722 samples. Houston County had 
1,569. Jeffersen County which has 
Birmingham had 1,421. Henry 
County had 1,286. Then Coffee 
County had 1,175. Lee county had 
1,157. Mobile County had 1,151. 

Of the 67 counties there were 
33,556 samples taken. The home 
lawn category took the lead with 
6,458 samples. Of the row crops, 
cotton had 5,016 and peanuts 4,398, 
I thought that was pretty good since 
there are only 10 counties in which 
peanuts are grown which makes pea- 
nuts have the highest percentage of 
samples taken compared to the num- 
ber of acres planted. Soybeans came 
in third with 3,120 and corn fourth 
with 2,496 samples taken. 

Does soil sampling pay? Adjust- 
ing the pH is a very important factor 
in amending your soils. You can add 
all of the nitrogen and phosphorus 
you want, but unless the pH of the 


soil is correct, the plant roots will 
not take up those nutrients. 

Of the 4,398 samples taken of 
peanuts, 823 or 19 percent needed 
lime added. For the home lawns, of 
the 6,458 samples taken 2,959 or 46 
percent of those lawns needed lime. 
For tomatoes, a crop where lime is 
very crucial, 40 percent needed lime 
added. So, yes, soil sampling does 
way more than pay for itself. 

In our peanut fields 24 percent of 
the fields samples were very low to 
low in both phosphorus and potash. 
In 66 percent of the peanut fields, a 
recommendation was made to add 
both phosphorus and potash, In 
home lawns 34 percent of the sam- 
ples taken were very low to low in 
phosphorus and potash, and in 54 
percent of the samples taken a rec- 
ommendation was made to add both 
phosphorus and potash, 

I am very proud of the high num- 
ber of samples made in Coffee 
County this year. As we in the Ex- 
tension Service strive to promote ag- 
riculture both in the large commer- 
cial farms and in home lawns, we 
want to encourage you to continue 
routine sampling of your soils.
